On the eastern shore of Virginia the sweet 
potato growers have systematized the selling 
business to an extraordinary degree. They es- 
tablish warehouses in charge of a modest sala- 
ried agent in all the large eastern cities. The 
agent advises them regarding the conditions of 
market prices in his particular city, and ship- 
ments are governed accordingly. The result has 
proven, remarkably well-paying to the growers. 
Several millions a year going into the two coun- 
ties, 

I believe if the apple men along the rivers 
would rent a cheap warehouse on the levee in 
St. Louis and also run gasoline boats, if the 
steamboat lines are not giving fair treatment, it’ 
would do much towards helping the growers and 
consumers.
